THE EAILWAY— 'IN UNION IS 
STEENGTH." 



Everyono has read of the sage who be- 
ing about to depart this life summoned 
his numerous sous to his bedside and 
banding each a bundle of faggots com- 
manded bim to break it across bis knee. 
The sons tried in vain to obey their 
father, and at last gave+thellflaKlJnp; as 
hopeless. Untying the bundle the old 
man separated the faggots and broke them 
■one by one with ease. "You see, my 
children," remarked ho, "if you agree 
' among yourselves your enemies will find 
it as impossible to overcome you as you 
found it impossible to break the bundle 
of faggots; but should dissensions divide 
you thoy will take you one by one and 
prevail over you as easily as I broke 
the faggots when they wore separated." 
Can the reader apply this anecdote to any 
people within the range of his vision? 
Does it "point a moral and adorn a tale" 
for local politicana and business men to 
- profit by? With its people united, Brit- 
ish Columbians, numerically weak though 
they be, might successfully overcome all 
" obstacles to a full realization of the bene- 
, fits promised undei: Coufoderation. Like 
the bundle of faggots iu the youths' hands 
they could not be broken if united iu pur- 
pose and resolve. Weak men, even, be- 
• oome strong when right is on thoir side, 
and when they move with a common im- 
pulse towards a common goal. Want of 
harmony has damned many a good cause. 
History furnishes innumerable examples 
of people who have warred against them- 
selves until weakened and distracted by 
internal dissensions they have fallen vic- 
tims to the rapacity of foos from without. 
What is wanted now is a party with a 
policy large enough and broad enough to 
consolidate the people of the Mainland 
and Island. Local differences should 
cease. Sectional prejudices must bo laid 
aside. Strong indeed would be the 
power that could withstand the demands 
of a people, let them be over so weak 
numerically, who have right on their 
side and who are animated by a oneness 
' ' of purpose. . Whither has the policy of 
local politicians tended in the past ? To 
keep alive the fires of dissension. 
To fan sectional prejudices. To set 
Island and Mainland by the oars. 
To throw "route" to them and leave 
them to scramble for it as dogs scramble 
for a bone. Is it any wonder that in the 
general mele^ . the main point, was lost 
^ight of — forgotten 7 A question by its 
very nature more removed from the arena 
of politics than any other; one with which 
engineers had all and politics nothing to 
do, has been employed to divide and. dis- 
tract two sections which in obedience to 
, all natural laws should be one. If the 
route for the railway has been selected at 
last— if it can no longer serve as a pre- 
text for disunion and inharmonious ac- 
tion, we shall be glad, because people will 
turn their attention to the consideration 
of the main question of immediate railway 
construction. Burely-there exists a com- 

wbilsX urging upon Cauarla a fuTliImont of 
her treaty obligations. "United we stand, 
divided we fall." But much will depend 
upon the spirit in which the demands of 
. a united Province shall be pressed. With 
the disturbing element of "route" put 
away_ unanimity may be secured; but 
unanimity must not be accepted as evi- 
dence that the people of both sections are 
ripe for precipitate and immoderate action . 
Everything will depend on the skill and 
care with which popular feeling shall be 
directed and the spirit in which the mo- 
. mentous question that will come before 
the new JHoiise shall bo discussed. To 
accomplish anything the feelings of the 
people of both sections should bo consult- 
ed and respected, and difficulties of a 
minor and sectional character smoothed 
away so that the deliberations of the House 
upon the railway question shall be like 
the course of the great English river— 

•'Though deop, yet cleur; though Kontle, jet not dull: 
Strong without ragu, without o'orflowlng full."

WHEREAS the Municipal Counoi] of 
the Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
has resolved to raise tho sum of Twenty 
Thousand Dollars to pay oft' certaiu out- 
standing liabilities of tho said Council. 

And whoroas it will require the sum of 
82012 to bo raised tinnually by special 
rate for the payiaentof +tlie^ai4;Clobt and 
intafe'sl as is" hereinafter mentioned. 

And whereas tho amount of the whole 
rateable property of tho said Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria according to tho 
last revised Assessment Roll boing-for tho 
year 1878 was $2,494,500. irrespoctivo of 
any f uture inoreaso of the rateabla proper- 
ty of the Munitjipnlit^.an^ any inoomo 
in the nature of tolls, interest or dividends 
from the work, and also irrespective of 
any income from tho temporary invest- 
ments of the sinking f nnd or of any part 
thereof. 

And whereas for paying tho interest 
and creating an equal yearly sinking fund

I can 
see it now whenever I cloao my eyes." —

A terrible tornado has swept across the 
Canton Bivor and done groat damage on 
either bank, and on tha artificial island of 
Shameen, occupied as a British settle- 
mont. 

The "Bradford case" in Shanghai has 
taken a fresh departure. - "Di. Moogowan. 
the writer of the letter which, towards 
the close of last year, Mr. O. B. Bradford, 
late United States Vico-Consul General 
at Shanghai, was punished for stealing, 
now avoTfa in a public letter that it was 
not stolen at all. The doctor appears to 
have copied tho letter before he sent it — 
at least lie is oontebt to admit that he mast 
have done so, as Mr.' Seward " states that 
ho saw the letter (which, as the o»ginal 
was then in General Myers' possession in 
San Francisco, must have been a copy) in 
Bradford's hands in March, 1877, the time 
when the accused states he copied it. Mr. 
Bradford, however, is still convicted of 
the moral guilt of. a^^stracting from the 
desk of his chief, and copying to serve 
his own ends, a private document; ond he 
is still further held to answer 'other and 
moro serious charges, which ho has elect- 
ed shall be decided at Washington. 

Tho new loan by the Chinese Qovern- 
ment is already launched for two . million 
taels, under the security of thdt^ibgpo 
Oustoms revenue, bearing interest at the 
rate of twelve per mille per month. Sev- 
eral influential Ohineao have already 
largely subscribed to the loan, and we 
believe some foreigners, too, have inter- 
ested themselves in this new investment. 

Messrs. Jardine, Mattheson & Co.. the 
agents for the Glen line of steamers, have 
advertised the despatch, between Juno 
and September inclusive, or in the height 
of tho tea season, of four steamers via the 
Suez Canal to New York. This line ia 
likely to, prove a, formidable opposition to

A'BAra> ofcingenious forgers was ar- 
rested in Paris a fortnight ago. It seems 
that Joseph Barreau, aged twenty-seven, 
chief of the gang, accompanied his sister 
and a "friend" on a tour through Italy 
some ten years ago, and on the way had a 
duel with an officer for insulting his sis- 
ter, and killed him. Joseph then return- 
edltbFfanoe, made the acquaintance of a 
Mdlle. Jobet, hotel Keeper, with whom he 
went to Hamburg, where he managed to 
lose his fortune, if he had any, and hers 
too, at the gaming table. Joseph then re- 
turned to France, and set up as an artist; 
but finding that did notpay, began forg- 
ing 20f. notes, which his brother passed 
offv-;';.He;then began forging lOOf . Bank of 
France notes, which paid better. After a 
while his brother Jean got afraid of pass- 
iuR any more and that part of tho duty 
was undertaken by Gaston Jobet, tho son 
of Joseph's mistress, and grandson of 
Madame Jobet, who has also been arrest- 
ed.. It was this Gaston who was arrested 
at.the'MagaBin.d^JCibnvro. It is estimatod 
that the total amount of forged notes x'ut 
in circulation by the gang during the past 
twelve months reaches 200,000 francs. In 
addition to the implements -with which 
the forgeries were made thb police found 
in the prisoner's room no less than 15,000 
francs in gold and silver, and 500 forged 
notes. .The gang was composed of mem- 
bers of two families, who lived in various 
{•arts of tho town. The youngest prison- 
er. Mile. Philomene, was a pupil of the 
Conservatoire and a brilliant pianist. She 
denied all knowledge of the forgeries, and 
the police seemed inclined to believe that 
she was innocent.

The cor- 
respondent adds that this decision seems 
also to dispose of the rumor in regard 
to a regenoy. It is believed a large num- 
ber of Socialists' have recently come to 
Berlin. Authorities are taking precau- 
tions against any outbreak. The richer 
classoe aru exceedingly uneasy and fear 
trouble, oapecially if tho Government, as 
anticipated, attempts repressive legisla- 
tion The Emperor is very cheerful, 
and his recovery is confidently expected. 
At the first fire the Emperor received 
sQveti shots in his right forearm and wrist 
and five in bis hand and face. His hel- 
met is completely riddled by the second 
discharge. He received about twenty 
shots in his left upper arm and shoulder 
and six in the neck. Tho folds of his 
thick military oioak deadened tho efi'eot 
of the charge.
